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REMARKS 

As a preliminary matter, Applicant wishes to thank Examiner Spear for the courtesy 
of extending a personal interview with the Applicant's representatives on April 27, 2004, 
during which agreement was reached regarding the pending claims. Applicant would also 
like to thank Examiner Spear for the telephone conference with the Applicant's representative 
held on May 5, 2004. 

The current listing of claims reflects the agreements reached between the Examiner 
and the Applicant's representatives during the interview. Upon entry of this amendment, 
claims 13, 17-19, 21-22, 27-31 and 35-37 will be pending in this application. 
Reconsideration and allowance of this application is respectfully requested- 

In the January 1 4, 2004 Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 13, 17-19, 21-26 
and 30-34 under 35 U.S.C § 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No, 4,944,939, issued 
to Moore. In accordance with the discussions during the interview, and the Examiner's 
helpful suggestions, claims 13, 27, 30 and 3 1 have been amended, and claims 23-26 and 32- 
34 have been canceled. Additionally, in accordance with the agreement reached between the 
Applicant's representative and the Examiner during the May 5, 2004 telephone conference, 
new claims 36 and 37 have been added to the application. Applicant respectfully submits that 
the previously rejected claims are now in condition for allowance. 

Furthermore, in the Office Action dated January 14, 2004, the Examiner indicated that 
claim 20, although dependent upon a rejected base claim, would be allowable if rewritten in
